- The third Lye I ſhall mention is that in the 12

mentian;the Books, Chapters,or Pageswherein the:

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The fourth Lye that Tſhall mention, is that in 


the 21, 22 line of his Anſwer to my Epiſtle; he 
ſaith, that T doe ſlander GODLY learned men, as men 
minding their profits and credits, more then the truth. 
This is falſe, for I dzrenot think, much leſſe write 
any ſuch thing of GODLY learned men,as tothink 


that they mind their profits and credits,more then 


truth; no, I have not fo learned Chriſt : But in- 
deed I ſaid the reaſon why the learned didnot find 
out the right way.,in the midſt oftheſe many ways, 
was becauſe of their pride on the one hand, or profit 


on theother : Now doth this flander the GODLY 


learned, judge I pray,and ſee whether Iſfay any ſuch 
thingin all my Epiltle.I al ways thought the GOD-= 
LY learned to be buta few in compariſon to'the 
vaſt number of the learned; & I likewife believe the 
GODLY tearned are fuch as would with that bleſe 
ſed and godly Apoſtle Pax], countall things drofle 
and dung, that they might win-Chriſt. 

The fifth LyeT ithall mention is found about the 


middle of the 2 page of his Buok, wherein he ſaith, 


that 7 cite ſome Scriptares af all Nations, but- therein 
( he faith ) 7 amt no noble Beyran as I would wake meh 
believe, in the beginning of my EpiSte ( His reaſon is ) 
Becanſe (he faith, if you will believe him ) #hat 7 
doe not give one place ſet down where to find thoſe Scrip= 


tres. This is allo a notorious untruth, for both the 


Chapters and Verſes are ſet down where'to find 


every Text mentjoned upon that occaſion; as you 


may ſee in my Book, page 2. | 
Again, A fixth Lye he tells a few lines after, in 
the ſame 2 page of his Book, where he faith, that 
T:ſaid Infants could not bleſſe, This is falfe, for I ſaid 
that Infants could not CALL Chriſt bleſſed, as you 
may 
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may perceive by what Iſay toward the lower end of 
thethird page of my Book ; for there isa ſenſe in | 
which all the works of God bleſle and praiſe him, | 
Pſal. 145- 10. But doth it follow therefore that all 
his works CALL him bleſſed ? Thereforeto ſay, F 
ſaid Infants could not bleſſe or praiſe, is falſe. X 
Aleventh Lyeisin pageg. where he ſuppoſeth 
me to Interpret Eſay 65. 20. as though Infants ſhould 
live an. hundred gears before they dye a natural death,or ; 
elſe that they muſt dye in their eſtate in glory, Both 
which are falſly ſuggeſted, for ſaid the contrary, 


that there ſhould be no infant of dayes in thenew | 
Fernſalem, and ſo ſaith the Text 5* That the child | 
 (notan ivfant in his ſenſe) ſhould dye an hundred | 


years old. Now Reader how that which I have 
ſaidinthe 13 page of my Book, can give a man that | 
puts away lying lips, occaſion to ſuppoſe that either 
I muſt meanthat Infants muſt live a hundred years 
before they dye a naturall death, or elſe that they 
muſt die after they come to an eſtate of glory;judge. 
The eighth Untruth that he tells, is page 10 of 
his Book, where he ſaith, That 71ike a baſe fellow ſaid, 
3n the 16 page of my Booke that God makes but a bare pro. 
miſe, but is notſo good as his word. Indeed if I had 
fad ſo, I had been baſe, but there is no ſuch ſaying of 
mine in the wholeBook. Surethis man might have 
been called Alexander the Coper-Smith, fince he can 
forge Lyes to wrong his Neighbour, with ſo much 
confidence, and publiſh them in Print as he hath | 
done. | 
The ninth Lye I ſhall mention 1s 1n the 4o page | 
of his Book, towards the lower end of it, where he 
ſaith, That I ſaid there was no Antiquity for Infants bape- | 
tiſme in the firſt three hundred years after Chriſt, This 
| | 1s 
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I*falfe, T ſaid not ſo;' as yoti may ſee in the 6B page 
of my Book, where I havetheſe words ( viz.) That 
Euſcbizs who wrote the Hiſtory of the firſt three 
hundred years, dorÞ'not mention the'baptizing of 
one infant. T alſo ſaid'in the ſame-page, That the 
Churches did not receive men to baptiſm, but upon 
profcflion of faith 3 and'alſo, That infants baptiſm 
was no Apoſtolicall Cuſtome, nor SO MICH the 
Cuftome of thoſe times, as he did Imagine) 'Doth 
this prove that I ſaid therewas NO Antiquity for 
nfants baptiſm in the fiaſt three hundred years af- 
rer Chriſt? Nay, doth not thoſe words before men- 
tioned, and which are found jn kd erty, ofthe 
6g page of my Book, prove the'contrary” ('vis. ) 
That 1t was not ſo MUCH the Cuſtome of thoſe 
times, &c. Which plainly fhewes, that this error 
was Crep In even 1n the firſt three hundred years, 
though 1t was not ſo MUCH their Cuſtome, as it' 
was afterwards. ne 4b 
Again, Did not 0rigez live in the firſt three hun- 
dred years? And doe not I fay, page 68, that Origen 
was thought to favour Infants bapriſm ;and'yet this 
man dares to'tell his Reader,thatTſay there was no' 
Antiquity for Infants baptiſm the firſt'three hun- 
dred years; which nothing is more falſe. However 
T have ſhewed, that if ſome Chriſtian Parents who 5 
. wereetninent lights in the Chureh $7 ben brow 71 
<d not baptize their infants, it much'nakes fuch a 
praQtice queſtionable ; that's all. T brought thoſe 
paſſages tor ; for many errors were'erept: into'the 
Church ar that time, and the being of themithen;- 
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doth not provethe truth of them. * *

..; And whereas hetalksofturning with the Times, 
-whohath been'more guilty of this then the genera- 
'Uxy of Pexdobapriſts, who in Queen Aary's dayes 
weremaſtof them papiſts,in Queen Elizebeth's moſt 
were turned: Proteſtants; In thd Biſhops time moſt 
were forBiſhops, andiin the Parltiament'tihemoft 
were againſt : Biſhops.3.:and.' over and ibefides all 
theſe, who are for Infants baptiſm, ahd yet arethus 
divided Let meadctomaketfull meaſure, :Mafter 
Rude multitude in 1llparts of the Chriſtiatt world, 
who arealſo very zealous for infants baptiſm. And 
yet this man dares ſay, Noneare morecontradit® 
vus.then Ax4baprijts. Can any man thathath not

And whereas he ſaith, Many of #5 are turned to be 
Quakers and Ranters, &c, T Anſwer, Who but a man 
that was minded to tempt his Antagoniſt to lay 
open his weakneſſe, would have opened his mouth 
fo weakly? For doe not moſt of the ©nakers at this 
day conſift of ſuch as came from the Church of 
England, and were never of any baptized Church ? 
But ſuppole they were of us, as it is like ſome were, 

yet they left us, and.their baptiſm too, before they 
fell into theſe ſtratnes ; and we hav: by our dealing 
with them according to Chriſts rule, left them, up- 
on their leaving the truth. But now what multi- 
tudes are there at every Afiize and Seflion, bothin 
City and L-OUTTy; Chat arecondemned jultly to the 
Gallowes, ſome for Murder, ſome for Theft, fome 
for Sodomy,fome for Inceſt, 'ome for Buggery, ſume 
for Witchcraft, ſomefor Treaſon, who all dye at 
the Gallowes Members related to the Church of 
England. I doe not mention this-as an Argument 
to prove the falſeneſſe of my Dppoſites Opinion : 
No, I ſcorn ſuch unmanlike Arguments; for there 
.hath been,andmay be bad men ofthe beſt profeſii- 
.on-z but to ſhew that my Antagoniſt had mightily 
forgot the many Errors and Vices of the Poexdobap- 
tiſts,, while he was blazoning before the world the 
Errors of the Anabaptiſts,by which he would fright- 
en the ſimple, as though none were more contradi- 
ous and unboly then we; whereas nothing in the 
world is morefalſe: Though I could wiſh with my 
foule, that we were all of us ( which he calls 44> 
: baptiſts )

ven to the Adyerſary to ſpeak reproachfully z who 
are apt enough to deviſe evill againſt us, though 
we ſhould give them: no occaſion, as Mr. Kellie 
hath done againſt me, laying to my charge the 
thing that I never ſpake : But this is no new 
thing, for if they have call'd the Maſter of the 
houſe 'Belzebxub, how much more they of his houſ- 
hold? 


I have now done with his new Arguments, 
by which he confutes my Book ; and for thejreſt, 
they are moſt of them old ones, which he ſeat in a 
Paper to wy houſe, and I have anſwered them in 
my Book; and he likea man in a Circlebrings the 
Arptuments denyed, asa Reply tomy Anſwers, as 
you may ſee by viewing over my Book, and his
